Officer dies 
in shooting

Second officer 
hospitalized 
after incident 
in west end 

One Edmonton Police officer 
is dead and another is injured 
and in the University of Alberta 
Hospital in unconfirmed con¬ 
dition after a firelight in West 
Edmonton on Monday evening. 

Preetam Sharma lives near 
the scene and was watering 
his lawn Monday in the early 
evening when he heard five 
loud pops and saw police of¬ 
ficers running toward a home 
nearby. 

“I saw a lot of police offi¬ 
cers running with their guns 
drawn,” he said. 

Sharma said an officer 


told him to get inside, then 
returned minutes later to say 
there was a hostage-talcing 
and that he should move to 
his basement. 

Resident Angela Wall heard 
a similar number of shots. 

“I heard five bangs at around 
8:15 p.m. and I thought it was 
someone banging on their roof 
because it’s summer, but then 
it was continuous,” said Wall, 
who lives at 187 Street and 54 
Avenue. “I came here and then 
saw all this action. I heard it 
was a hostage situation and 
someone said the K-9 team 
was here.” 

As Metro went to press, de¬ 
tails remained scarce, as the 
shooting was still active. No 
official word was available, 
but Metro confirmed through 
independent police sources 
that one officer is dead. 

Metro reporters who arrived 


on the scene, near 184 Street 
and Callingwood Road, shortly 
after 9 p.m. saw more than 
a dozen police cruisers, Ed¬ 
monton Medical Services 
vehicles, two Edmonton Fire 
vehicles and a plume of black 
smoke rising from a house well 
behind barricades set up by 
police. 

Police struggled to get resi¬ 
dents off the streets in what 
media reports on Twitter sug¬ 
gested was an ongoing, active 
shooting scene. 

Several media reports indi¬ 
cated that the second officer in 
hospital had only minor injur¬ 
ies and was in stable condition. 

The last Edmonton Police of¬ 
ficer killed in duty was Const. 
Ezio Faraone, shot in 1990 dur¬ 
ing a response to an armed 
robbery.

Pre-paying solves 3 
issues: B.C. official

When Grant de Patie, a 24-year- 
old Esso employee, was dragged 
for more than seven kilometres 
to his death in 2005, British 
Columbia was galvanized. 

De Patie had latched on to 
the vehicle of a 16-year-old 
gas-and-dash thief, trying to 
stop him from fleeing from a 
fuel tab that would barely buy 
a six-pack of beer. 

His death — and the 16-year- 
old’s manslaughter conviction 

— became a catalyst for the 
province. 

It took more than three 
years and intense public con¬ 
sultations, but “Grant’s Law” 
(which is not a law but a regu¬ 
lation within the province’s 
workplace code) came into 
force in February 2008, said 
Scott McCoy with Worlcsafe 
B.C. 

The rule requires customers 
to pay before a gasoline pump 
will flow, he said. 

Initially designed to protect 
workers from feeling their jobs 
are at risk due to employers 
who might demand — illegally 

— that losses from theft come 
out of the employee’s pocket, 
the new regulation has also had 
unexpected effects, McCoy said. 

“It has virtually eliminated 
gas-and-dash robberies,” he 
said. 

And yet B.C. is the only Can¬ 
adian jurisdiction with pay- 
before-pumping rules in place. 

In 2012, Mike Colle, the 
Liberal MPP for Toronto’s Eg- 
lington-Lawrence riding, intro¬ 
duced an unsuccessful private 


member’s bill to mirror the 
B.C. law. The move came after 
Jayesh Prajapati, 44, was killed 
in Toronto while chasing a driv¬ 
er who had stolen gas. 

Colle said Monday he’ll keep 
up his effort, especially in the 
wake of the injuries a Centex 
employee in Calgary suffered 
in a gas-and-dash incident on 
Sunday. 

“It’s kind of insane that we 
see a situation in Canada where 
one of the most dangerous 
jobs you can have is being a 
gas-station attendant,” Colle 
said. “You’re making minimum 
wage. You shouldn’t be killed 
for a tank of gas. These vulner¬ 
able workers need protection.”

Gas ’n’ dash renews 
calls for protection

Woman lights 
for her life in 
ICU after being 
hit by truck 

An Alberta gasoline retailer is 
renewing a call for pay-before- 
you-pump legislation after one 
of its employees was seriously 
injured when she tried to stop 
two people in a stolen pickup 
truck from driving away with¬ 
out paying. 


Police say the driver took 
off after filling up at a Centex 
gas station in Calgaiy’s north¬ 
west Sunday morning. The em¬ 
ployee, a woman in her 30s, 
gave chase and stood in front 
of the truck to tiy to block it 
from leaving. 

She was hit and carried along 
on the hood before she fell off 
and was run over. Police are 
still looking for suspects. CTV 
News reported the employee 
was in a coma in the intensive- 
care unit at Foothills Hospital. 

Alnoor Bhura, president of 
Centex Petroleum, said in a 


statement Monday that such 
thefts occur eveiy day and little 
has been done to stop them. 

“The government of Al¬ 
berta has shown veiy little or 
no leadership in this matter 
in the past, even though they 
have been advised by various 
chiefs of police to adopt pay- 
before-pump legislation,” said 
Bhura, whose company has 
service stations throughout the 
Calgary area. “We hope the 
new government reconsiders 
this issue and brings forward 
some much-needed legislation 
and leadership.” 


Bhura said his company’s 
policy is for employees not to 
put themselves at risk in in¬ 
stances of theft. 

Alberta Liberal Leader David 
Swann also called on the prov¬ 
ince to bring in pay-before-you- 
pump legislation similar to that 
in British Columbia. 

“This was a preventable, 
serious injuiy that could have 
been a death,” Swann told Cal¬ 
gary radio station CHQR on 
Monday. “There is no reason 
we can’t regulate this kind of 
thing and make it safer for the 
workplace.” the Canadian press

An Edmonton-area MP hopes 
a bill he’s proposing will close 
legal loopholes that allowed 
a man who killed a St. Albert 
RCMP officer to walk free. 

Edmonton-St. Albert MP 
Brent Rathgeber introduced 
bill C-686 on Thursday. It’s a 
private member’s bill that he 
has titled David Wynn’s law, 

In January, Shawn Rehn, 
who had a lengthy criminal 
record, shot and killed Const. 
Wynn in an altercation at a St. 
Albert Casino and then took 
his own life, after fleeing the 
scene. 

At the time, Rehn was want¬ 
ed on several outstanding war¬ 
rants, had multiple convictions 
for failing to appear in court 
and breaching previous bail 


conditions. 

That prior history would 
likely have disqualified Rehn 
from bail, but the justice of the 
peace who decided the case was 
not made aware of the history. 

Rathgeber’s bill would en¬ 


sure information like that is 
always presented. 

“A justice of the peace or a 
judge will have to make the 
decision, but all the relevant 
information will have to be put 
before the presiding judge,” 


said Rathgeber. 

Rathgeber said his bill isn’t 
about clamping down on judi¬ 
cial discretion. Instead, he said, 
without that information judg¬ 
es don’t have a clear picture. 

“There is no way to distin-

guish between a first offender, 
a criminal amateur, a serious 
offender or a hard-core crim¬ 
inal.” 

Shelley Maclnnis-Wynn, the 
slain officer’s widow, said her 
husband often worked over¬ 
time to ensure court packages 
had all the necessary infor¬ 
mation. 

She said she was deeply 
upset the same information 
wasn’t available when Rehn 
went before the court. 

“I just assumed that was part 
of what was supposed to be 
and I was appalled,” she said. 

She said her husband 
worked hard and was frus¬ 
trated by the holes in the law 
and he would want to see this 
problem closed. 

“This is something that Dave 
would truly want. He would 
come home sometimes frus¬ 
trated because there were these 
little loopholes in the system.”

FATALITY 

Although use is common, 
wingsuit deaths rare: Police 



The RCMP say the area of the 
Rockies where a man died on 
the weekend is popular with 
thrill-seeking wingsuit jump¬ 
ers, but fortunately accidents 
are rare. 

Gabriel Hubert, 40, has been 
identified by friends as the per¬ 
son who died Sunday morning 
as he and two companions 
jumped off Ha Ling Peak near 
Canmore wearing wingsuits. 

The specialized outfits have 
fabric stitched between the 
arms and body that increases a 
jump’s surface area and allows 
a user to fly impressive hori¬ 
zontal distances at a slower 
descent rate. 

While the two companions 
landed safely, the Edmonton- 
area man who died hit the 
trees without his parachute 
opening. 

“The only thing we have 
an understanding of is that 
his parachute did not deploy,” 
RCMP Sgt. Ryan Currie said 
Monday. “I cannot say for cer¬ 
tain if it was human error or 
an equipment malfunction.” 

Currie said the practice is 
not illegal and is quite com¬ 
mon in the area. 

“Ha Ling Peak is actually 
a fairly accessible mountain. 
A lot of people do hike the 


trail up the backside to reach 
the peak. 

“It’s common for people to 
use it, but not common for us 
to have accidents of this sort.” 

The dead man’s two com¬ 
panions called for help. He was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

The Calgary chief medical 
examiner’s office is investi¬ 
gating. 

Sometimes referred to as 
flying squirrel suits or bird- 


man suits, several companies 
now sell wingsuits for between 
$700 and $1,800 US. 

Speeds can exceed 160 km/h. 

Last month, two jumpers in 
Yosemite National Park were 
killed instantly when they 
attempted to zoom through 
a notch in a ridgeline and 
slammed into a rocky out¬ 
cropping.

Fate of the 
building still 
unknown, says 
city official

Nidcelas Johnson, the co-owner 
of Local Gifts, says he’s get¬ 
ting mixed messages about 
when he’ll have to move shop 
to make way for the Valley 
Line LRT. 

Johnson and his three co¬ 
owners, who sell merchandise 
from local artists in the historic 
Graphic Arts building on Jasper 
Avenue near 95 Street, knew 
they’d have to move since they 
opened last September. But 
now, he says, they’re being told 
they’ll have to move sooner 
rather than later. 

“When we went into the 
space, it was upwards of five 
years [that] was communicated 
from the outset and then it 
was two years from when the 
property sold. Then the city 
swept in and... now we’ve been 
told [to vacate by] September 
1,” he said. 

According to Cheiyl Oxford, 
a communications officer with 
the city, the fate of the Graphic 
Arts building is still unknown. 


She said on Monday that “dis¬ 
cussions are still taking place.” 

Oxford also said in an email 
to Metro that the site will be 
used as an “LRT staging area 
for anything from tools, equip¬ 
ment, project site offices.” 

Dan Rose, member of Ed¬ 
monton’s historical building 
group Heritage Forward, said 
the Graphic Arts structure is a 
“critical building for the Boyle 
Street area” and needs to be 
saved rather than demolished. 

He added that the future of 


buildings like the one found 
on Jasper Avenue are part of a 
broader issue in the city. 

“A lot of these buildings are 
quite neglected and the land 
that they’re sitting on is worth 
more than the interesting his¬ 
toric building that makes up 
that part of town. 

“As a whole, this highlights 
the mismanagement of our 
historic resources.” 

Local Gifts is not the first 
business to feel the push from 
the Valley Line LRT and the city. 


In March, the nearby Arteiy 
was forced to close its doors 
earlier after the building was 
deemed unsafe by city officials. 

The building then was 
deemed to be needed to be 
removed for the new LRT line, 
which will extend from Mill 
Woods to downtown. 

Eventually, the former Ar¬ 
tery will be demolished to 
make room for a laydown area 
for mass transit construction, 
city officials have previously 
told Metro.

Four killed in motorcycle 
crashes over the weekend 

A motorcyclist killed in a 
collision with an SUV near 
Edmonton is among four 
motorcyclists who died 
in four separate weekend 
crashes in Alberta.

Instead, it will hkely be the 
largest single move in the prov¬ 
ince’s histoiy. 

On Monday, the museum an¬ 
nounced it would scale down 
operating hours this fall before 
closing in December so they can 
move to their downtown build¬ 
ing, which is still under con¬ 
struction. 

Executive director Chris Rob¬ 
inson said moving the museum’s 
2.1 million artifacts will be a 
Herculean task, and has to be 
planned down to the last detail.

The plan is for construction 
crews to turn over the building 
next fall, and Robinson said once 
that happens they will be able to 
better figure out when the new 
building will open. 

He said the museum is design¬ 
ing new exhibits and deciding 
what from the vast collection 
will be on public display. He said

Leaders agree 
to a no-carbon 
economy by 
the year 2100 

Canada’s energy sector will 
have to transform itself to low¬ 
er greenhouse gas emissions in 
the long term, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper said Monday 

He was commenting at the 
end of the G7 leaders’ summit, 
which called on its members 
to put their energy sectors on 
a low-carbon footing by 2050, a 
move with serious implications 
for Canada’s greenhouse-gas- 
emitting oilsands. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel fell short of her goal of 
pushing her fellow leaders to a 
broad, iron-clad commitment to 
a low-carbon economy by 2050. 
Instead, the G7 agreed to a full¬ 
blown no-carbon economy, but 
not until 2100. 

“We commit to doing our 
part to achieve a low-carbon 
global economy in the long-term, 
including developing and de¬ 
ploying innovative technologies 
striving for a transformation of 
the energy sectors by 2050 and 
invite all countries to join us in 
this endeavour,” the leaders said. 

“To this end we also commit 
to develop long-term, national 
low-carbon strategies.” 

Asked what this means for 
Canada’s energy sector, Harper 
said: “Nobody’s going to start 
to shut down their industries 
or turn off the lights. We sim¬ 
ply got to find a way to create 
lower-carbon emitting sources 
of energy.” 

Harper took part the G7 lead¬ 
ers’ shortened talks on climate 
change as the summit entered 
its second and final day. 


FEDERAL ELECTION 


Canada’s municipal leaders 
have produced a platform they 
hope voters will use to rank 
parties in the upcoming federal 
election on issues ranging from 
transit to housing to expanding 
disaster assistance programs. 

The Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities wants the pol¬ 
itical parties to commit to in¬ 
creasing funding to core infra¬ 
structure like roads, bridges 
and water systems by $1.5 bil¬ 
lion annually through a pre¬

“All leaders understand that 
to achieve these kinds of mile¬ 
stones over the decades to come 
will require serious technological 
transformation,” Harper said. 

The Canadian Press has been 
told by sources who saw the 
working draft of the G7’s climate- 
change communique that Can¬ 
ada and Japan worked behind 
the scenes to water down the 
statement. 

Harper’s spokesman Stephen 
Lecce said that was “false,” not¬ 
ing the G7 reached a consensus 
that Canada supported. 

Merkel placed the fight 
against climate change at the 
heart of her sweeping agenda. 

She wanted the G7 summit to 
give France momentum when 
it hosts the United Nations cli- 


Tax Fund. 

It also calls for tax incentives

Senators 
to repay 
expenses 

A scathing report on the spend¬ 
ing habits of Canadian senators 
suggests there’s a strong sense 
of entitlement among mem¬ 
bers of the upper chamber, 
many of whom often ignore 
“economical” options that 
would save taxpayers money. 

Auditor general Michael Fer¬ 
guson makes the statement early 
in a highly anticipated report, 
coming Tuesday, that finds about 
$1 million in problematic spend¬ 
ing after a two-year review of 
80,000 transactions worth about 
$180 million. 

“We found that the oversight, 
accountability, and transparency 
of senators’ expenses was quite 
simply not adequate,” reads the 
report. “We also found that sen¬ 
ators did not always consider 
the requirement to ensure that 
expenses funded through the 
public purse were justifiable, 
reasonable, and appropriate.” 

From stopovers on the way 
home to the choice of flight 
routes, Ferguson’s report iden¬ 
tifies areas where senators could 
make decisions that are “more 
economical for taxpayers” — 
part of the “transformational 
change” he calls for in a report 
that reportedly carries a $21-mil- 
lion price tag. 

Part of that report is now in 
the hands of the RCMP, who 
have been asked by the Senate 
to review the files on nine of the 
most cavalier spenders. 

But the fallout won’t end 
there: The Mounties are also ex¬ 
pected to look at the 21 other 
senators named in the audit and 
their tens of thousands of dollars 
in dubious claims before decid¬ 
ing if they, too, warrant criminal 
investigation. 

On Monday, a trio of top sen¬ 
ators said they would repay ex¬ 
penses flagged in the audit, even 
though they felt they had done 
nothing wrong. Senate Speaker 
Leo Housakos, his deputy Nicole 
Eaton, and Senate Liberal leader 
James Cowan all said they would 
give up the right to appeal Fer¬ 
guson’s findings. 

Together, they accounted for 
about $20,000, including Cowan’s 
$10,000 bill. Senate government 
leader Claude Carignan has also 
already repaid about $3,000 in 
questionable travel claims for 
one of his staff, the Canadian press

Gabor Lukacs 
wins case for 
open access to 
documents 

A Halifax man who took the 
Canadian Transportation Agency 
to court is celebrating a decision 
he says will improve transpar¬ 
ency and accountability for air¬ 
line passengers in this country. 

Air passenger advocate Ga¬ 
bor Lukacs says a ruling by 
the Federal Court of Appeal or¬ 
ders the agency 
to provide him 
with unredacted 
documents relat¬ 
ing to a dispute 
between Air Can¬ 
ada and passen¬ 
gers bumped 
from a flight. 

Lukacs 
launched a challenge against 
the regulator in March after 
he requested to view material 
relating to the incident and 
was frustrated with the results. 

“I was asking for access to 
documents on the agency’s pub¬ 
lic record. Those documents 


were not subject to any con¬ 
fidentiality order and never¬ 
theless I received redacted 
documents,” said Lukacs in an 
interview. 

He said the agency provided 
him with documents in which 
information — including the 
names of the airline’s lawyers 
and some comments from pas¬ 
sengers — was redacted. 

The agency said in an email 
that it welcomed the ruling, 
saying it clarifies its obligations. 

“The Agency is currently re¬ 
viewing the impact this deci¬ 
sion will have on its adjudica¬ 
tive proceedings and intends to 


ensure that parties appearing 
before the Agency are made 
aware of the implications of this 
decision,” wrote spokesperson 
Martine Maltais. 

At the time, Lukacs said the 
regulator’s failure to disclose 
evidence received while re¬ 


viewing passenger complaints 
is a violation of the open court 
principle in the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. 

The Federal Court of Appeal 
ruled on June 5 that the agency 
must provide an unredacted 
copy of the requested informa¬ 
tion and cover the costs associat¬ 
ed with representing himself in 
court, according to documents 
provided by Lukacs. 

But Lukacs says the decision 
has significance beyond the pas¬ 
senger complaint that sparked 
his challenge. 

“What this is going to create 
is a more transparent and fair 
complaint pro¬ 
cess where there 
are far more op- 
portunities to 
hold the agency 
accountable,” 
said Lukacs. 

Lukacs says 
the ruling means 
anyone who 
wants to see evidence submit¬ 
ted to the Canadian Transpor¬ 
tation Agency during a dispute 
between passengers and an air- 
fine will be able to request and 
review the documents without 
redactions.

Convicts used 
power tools 
to break out 

Investigators are looking into 
whether civilian employees or 
private contractors helped two 
murderers obtain the power 
tools they used to break out of 
a maximum-security prison near 
the Canadian border. New York’s 
governor said Monday. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo said dur¬ 
ing a round of appearances on 
television morning news shows 
that he would be shocked if a 
prison guard was involved in the 
escape from Clinton Correctional 
Facility in Dannemora. 

Cuomo said the two killers 
may have crossed into Canada 
or left for another state or could 
even have headed toward Mexico. 

Canada Border Services 
Agency on the weekend sent 
a “look out” on the escape to 
its officers and said Monday it 


continued to exercise its usual 
vigilance. 

Officials said David Sweat, 
34, and Richard Matt, 48, cut 
through steel walls at the back 
of their adjacent cells and sliced 
through steel pipes while making 
their “ShawshankRedemption”- 
style breakout, which guards 
discovered early Saturday. Sweat 
and Matt were still on the loose 
Monday. 

Investigators are interviewing 
hundreds of civilian employees 
and the contractors who have 
been doing extensive renova¬ 
tions at the 170-year-old prison, 
Cuomo said. 

“We’re going through the civil¬ 
ian employees and private con¬ 
tractors first,” he said on NBC’s 
Today show. “I’d be shocked if a 
correction guard was involved 
in this, but they definitely had 
help. Otherwise, they couldn’t 
have done this on their own.” 

A $100,000 reward was posted 
over the weekend for informa¬ 
tion leading to men’s capture. 

Sweat was serving a sentence 


of life without parole for the 2002 
ki llin g of a sheriff’s deputy. Matt 
had been sentenced to 25 years 


to life for kidnapping, killing 
and dismembering his former

who were “fighting and refus¬ 
ing to leave,” Conley said. 

As officers dispersed the 
crowd, the 14-year-old girl was 
“temporarily detained” by an 
officer, said Conley, who did 
not describe what led to her 
detainment. 

The video showed the ap¬ 
parently white officer pulling 
the girl to the ground then ap¬ 
pearing to use his knees to pin 
her face-down. He can also be 
seen pointing his gun at other 
teens and cursing. 

McKinney Mayor Brian 
Loughmiller called for the 
city and police to investigate 
quickly, the associated press 


said Monday. Pistorius was 
acquitted of murder and 
found guilty of manslaugh¬ 
ter last year. Prosecutors 
will again seek a murder 
conviction at the Supreme 
Court of Appeal in Novem¬ 
ber, the court announced, 
also on Monday.

Obama concedes military 
training setbacks 

Acknowledging military 
setbacks, U.S. President 
Barack Obama said Mon¬ 
day the United States still 
lacks a "complete strategy" 
for training Iraqi forces to 
fight the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant (ISIL) 
group. He urged Iraq's gov¬ 
ernment to allow more of 
the nation's Sunnis to join 
the campaign against the 
militants. 

Nearly one year after 
American troops started 
returning to Iraq to assist 
local forces, Obama said 
ISIL remains "nimble, ag¬ 
gressive and opportunis¬ 
tic." He touted "significant 
progress" in areas where 
the U.S. has trained Iraqis 
to fight but said forces 
without U.S. assistance are 
often ill-equipped and suf¬ 
fer from poor morale. 

ISIL fighters captured the 
key Anbar provincial cap¬ 
ital of Ramadi last month, 
prompting Defence Secre¬ 
tary Ash Carter to lament 
that Iraqi troops lacked 
"the will to fight." That was 
a strikingly negative assess¬ 
ment of a military that has 
been the beneficiary of bil¬ 
lions in U.S. assistance dat¬ 
ing back to the war started 
in 2003.

Grand jury indicts 
officer for murder 


It didn’t take long for a grand 
jury to indict a white former 
city policeman for murder in 
the shooting death of a black 
man who tried to flee from a 
traffic stop. 

State investigators pre¬ 
sented the case against for¬ 
mer North Charleston officer 
Michael Slager to a Charleston 
County grand jury on Mon¬ 
day, and prosecutor Scarlett 
Wilson announced the indict¬ 
ment a few hours later. 

A bystander’s cellphone 
video shows Slager firing 
eight times as 50-year-old Wal¬ 
ter Scott tried to run away on 
April 4. The killing enflamed 
a national debate about how 
black people are treated by 
white police officers. 

But it caused no unrest in 
North Charleston, where com¬ 
munity leaders and Scott’s 
family praised the govern¬ 
ment’s swift response. Slager 
was charged with murder 
by state law-enforcement 
agents and fired from the po¬ 
lice force immediately after 
Scott’s family released the 
video. 

The grand jury that re¬ 
viewed the shooting of Mi¬ 
chael Brown by officer Dar¬ 
ren Wilson in Ferguson, Mo., 
met weekly for three months. 


hearing from 60 witnesses. 
Saint Louis County Prosecut¬ 
ing Attorney Bob McCulloch 
then spoke nearly 45 minutes, 
describing how jurors “poured 
their hearts and souls into 
this process” before decid¬ 
ing not to indict anyone in 
Brown’s death. Angry protests 
and riots ensued. 

When riots in Baltimore fol¬ 
lowed the death in police cus¬ 
tody of another young black 
man, Freddie Gray, State’s At¬ 
torney Marilyn Mosby charged 
six officers with crimes and 
then spent two weeks pre¬ 
senting evidence to a grand 
jury that affirmed nearly all 
the charges. “To the youth of 
this city, I will seek justice on 
your behalf. This is a moment. 
This is your moment,” Mosby 
said in a passionate speech. 

Wilson, by contrast, made 
no speeches. She called repor¬ 
ters to her office to announce 
the indictment, and made 
very few comments. 

Asked about the import¬ 
ance of the cellphone video 
of Scott’s death, she acknow¬ 
ledged that it’s helpful to have 
evidence that “depicts the 
crime, and we aren’t having 
to rely just on people’s per¬ 
ceptions.”

Casbah community cleans up

Residents tired 
of waiting for 
government to 
take out trash 

The white buildings of the Cas¬ 
bah spill down the steep hillside 
overlooking the curved Mediter¬ 
ranean bay of Algiers. Barbary 
pirates had their headquarters 
here in the 16th centuiy, preying 
on European shipping and im¬ 
prisoning many, including Span¬ 
ish writer Miguel de Cervantes. 

Steeped in history with its 
twisting alleys and Ottoman- 
era houses, this UNESCO world 
heritage site is also slowly fall¬ 
ing apart and choked with trash 
thanks to poor municipal ser¬ 
vices. 

Over the weekend, in a burst 
of civic pride that has often been 
absent in the North African na¬ 
tion, a group of Algerians of all 
ages armed with plastic gloves 
and garbage bags moved through 
the ancient streets picking up 
Utter and cleaning out rubble- 
cholced lots. 

The cleanup project was the 
brainchild of 25-year-old Yasmine 


Bouchene, who said such initia¬ 
tives are happening aft over the 
country as young people start do¬ 
ing themselves what the govern¬ 
ment has been neglecting to do. 

“ft is these kinds of initiatives 
that will restore civil society,” 
she said. 

Blessed with oil wealth, Al-

geria has long had an overbear¬ 
ing state that discourages civil 
activism and has tried to provide 
people with all their needs — 
subsidized food, housing, jobs 
— in return for them remain¬ 
ing quiet. 

The case of the Casbah shows, 
however, that even with all its 


resources, the state often doesn’t 
come through. Residents said 
it had been years since garbage 
workers had come through the 
narrow streets. 

Sweating in the hot sun, 
volunteer Mahfoud Touileb 
described his horror at the ac¬ 
cumulated refuse. 


“Bags, lots of bags, lots of bot¬ 
tles — soda bottles, soda bottles 
full of urine. Lots of bottles like 
this. It is disgusting,” he said with 
a shake of his head. 

Once aft the trash was bagged, 
the volunteers put it into gov¬ 
ernment-provided bins. 

Touileb, a spiy 70-year-old, re¬ 
members how the Casbah was 
before, when it was still taken 
care of, before its population was 
tripled by immigrants from the 
countiyside and the 1990s civil 
war when it became an Islamist 
stronghold. 

“The Casbah was perfection. 
The Casbah was clean. There 
was nothing in the streets,” he 
recalled. “How can we not par¬ 
ticipate in a citizen action which 
gives a little hope, which raises 
awareness among people to take 
care of a fantastic resource that 
they are apparently unaware 
of?” 

Bouchene, the organizer, 
said there are similar activities 
around the countiy, including 
beach cleanups before the sum¬ 
mer, with many co-ordinated 
through websites and online 
activism — a marked break from 
the attitude of just waiting for 
authorities to fix things.

Ban Ki-moon blasts Israel for 
violence against children 


Secretaiy-General Ban Ki-moon’s 
latest list of parties that kill or 
injure children in armed con¬ 
flict does not include Israel — as 
some UN officials had recom¬ 
mended — but the UN chief 
strongly criticized Israel for the 
“unprecedented and unaccept¬ 
able” scale of its violence against 
young people. 

Ban said in a report circu¬ 
lated Monday that the thou¬ 
sands of Palestinian casualties 
raise “grave concerns” about 
Israel’s compliance with inter¬ 
national law, including require¬ 
ments that any militaiy actions 
must distinguish be¬ 
tween combatants 
and civilians, be 
proportional, and 
avoid excessive use 
of force. 

UN officials said 
the UN special en¬ 
voy for children 
in armed conflict, 

Leila Zerrougui, 
had recommended 
that both Israel and 
Hamas, which con¬ 
trols the Gaza Strip, 
be placed on the list 
of parties that re¬ 
cruit, use, kill, maim or commit 
acts of sexual violence against 
children. But the officials, speak¬ 
ing on condition of anonymity 


because the recommendation 
was not public, said there were 
differences of opinion among 
those on the ground on whether 
Israel should be listed — a key 
reason why it wasn’t and nei¬ 
ther was Hamas. 

The annual list is significant 
because it names and shames 
governments and insurgent 
groups that violate children’s 
rights in conflicts. The Security 
Council resolution that estab¬ 
lished the list in August 2009 
states the council’s intention 
“to take action” — including 
possible sanctions — against 
repeat violators of 
international laws 
protecting children 
in armed conflicts. 

This year, the list 
includes groups in 
Afghanistan, Cen¬ 
tral African Re¬ 
public, Colombia, 
Congo, Iraq, Mali, 
Myanmar, Nigeria, 
Philippines, Somal¬ 
ia, South Sudan, 
Sudan, Syria and 
Yemen. Five gov¬ 
ernment forces are 
also listed. 

The secretary-general said 
that in the Israel-Palestine con¬ 
flict as well as the Central Af¬ 
rican Republic, Iraq, Nigeria,

South Sudan and Syria, “chil¬ 
dren were affected to a degree 
which is an affront to our com¬ 
mon humanity.” 

The report said the number of 
Palestinian children killed, 557, 
was the third-highest in 2014, 
after Afghanistan with 710 child 
killings and Iraq with 679 — but 
ahead of Syria with 368. The 
number of schools damaged or 
destroyed — at least 543 — was 
the highest anywhere, it said. 

Israel maintains its actions in 
Gaza were in response to rocket 
attacks on southern Israel, and 
were never aimed at children. 

The secretaiy-general urged 
Israel “to take concrete and im¬ 
mediate steps” including re¬ 
viewing its policies and practi¬ 
ces to ensure that children are 
protected, not killed or maimed 
and that perpetrators of alleged 
violations are brought to justice.

Owners need 
to strike deals 
while interest 
is still high 

American Pharoah’s owners 
and thoroughbred racing now 
have a new race to run: A race 
to capitalize on the horse’s 
Triple Crown victory before 
the excitement fades away. 

As the first winner of the 
sport’s Triple Crown in 37 
years, American Pharoah has 
a wealth of marketing oppor¬ 
tunities that could never have 
been imagined by owners of 
the last winner, Affirmed, in 
1978. At the same time, horse 
racing has declined into a niche 
pastime that is facing an aging 
demographic, a shrinking num¬ 
ber of race tracks, and competi¬ 
tion from new ways of betting 
on sports. 

“Marketing has changed, 
media has changed, and how 
people consume the product 
has changed,” says David Cart¬ 
er, a sports business professor 
at the University of Southern 
California’s Marshall School 
of Business. “It’s one thing to 
drive notoriety, but it’s another 
thing to get people to part with 
their money.” 

American Pharoah’s owner, 
Ahmed Zayat, has already 
struck sponsorship deals with 
Monster energy drinks and a 
private-airplane membership 
company called Wheels Up. 

Deals for merchandise are 
already in place, including one 
with Fanatics, according to 
Ben Sturner, CEO of Leverage 
Agency, the firm Zayat hired 
to market American Pharoah. 

(] WHAT IT IS 

The Triple Crown honours a 
winner of three prestigious 
races: the Kentucky Derby, 
the Preakness Stakes, and 
the Belmont Stakes. 


Similar apparel and merchan¬ 
dise deals with All Pro Cham¬ 
pionships and Steiner Sports 
were announced Monday. 

But Zayat will be looking for 
more, and he has also pledged 
to tiy to use the horse’s popu¬ 
larity to tiy to give thorough¬ 
bred racing a boost. The horse 
is expected to compete in a few 
more races this year, which will 
increase interest and attend¬ 
ance at the tracks where he 
runs and help drive television 
ratings for those races. 

As the winner of a crown 
that went unclaimed for so 
long that it seemed it would 
never be won again, American 
Pharoah will without ques¬ 
tion sell more merchandise 
and attract more sponsorship 
deals than any horse in recent 
memory. Sturner dreams of 
bobble-head dolls, lunchboxes, 
“anything you can think of that 
people will want to wear,” and 


a wide range of other sponsor¬ 
ships. He says his first call Mon¬ 
day will be to General Mills, 
to try to get the horse on a 
Wheaties cereal box. 

“Forget about analytics and 
demographics, this is about 
making history, doing some¬ 
thing unique,” he says. “Amer¬ 
ican Pharoah is more than just 
a horse, he’s an icon.” 

Secretariat, the Triple Crown 
winner in 1973, got a postal 
stamp and was featured on 
major magazine covers even 
outside of sports, remaining 
a pop culture touchstone even 
today. 

Still, it’s unclear just how 


much advertisers will spend 
to associate a product or com¬ 
pany with the hero of a sport 
very few follow most of the 
year, and one that will like¬ 
ly compete only a few more 
times in his life. At the end of 
the year, control of the horse 
is transferred to the owner 
of his breeding rights, a com¬ 
pany based in Ireland called 
Coolmore. 

It’s even less clear whether 
the horse’s popularity will slow 
or reverse horse racing’s down¬ 
ward trajectoiy.

Housing sector picks up

Herds at 

tipping 

point 

Shocked by what the local gro¬ 
cer is charging for your favour¬ 
ite steak or ground beef for the 
grill? 

You’re not alone. Industry ex¬ 
perts have warned a cattle short¬ 
age would send prices through 
the roof this year. 

Sylvain Charlebois, a pro¬ 
fessor with the University of 
Guelph’s Food Institute, says 
retail beef prices have risen 
about 40 per cent over the past 
three years and the trend has 
continued to build each month 
from January through April, 
according to the most recent 
food prices compiled by Statis¬ 
tics Canada. 

Kevin Grier, an independent 
food industry analyst in Guelph, 
Ont., says the North American 
cattle herd has been on the de¬ 
cline for about 15 years but 2014 
and 2015 has been “kind of a 
tipping point.” 

Grier says he’s been swamped 
by calls about beef prices, which 
he monitors as well as pork and 
chicken prices. 

Grocery flyers were adver¬ 
tising popular cuts of steak at 
$4.99 a pound (about $11 a kilo¬ 
gram) as recently as two years 
ago, Grier says, but that was 
before prices went up. “Now 
you’re seeing $7.99, $8.99, $9.99. 
And that’s the specials.” 

Charlebois says Canadian 
ranchers and farmers are bene- 
fitting from the higher prices 
for their cattle but they’re cau¬ 
tious about expanding their 
herds because of the costs, time 
and potential risks — noting 
that cattle prices dropped 70 
per cent overnight on May 20, 
2003, after an outbreak of mad 
cow disease that scared away 
consumers and closed markets. 

Grier expects cattle shortages 
until at least 2018 because it can 
take up to three years to pro¬ 
duce a new generation of cattle.

Women-only workshop 
is not an affront to men 



Earlier this month, Metro 
ran a stoiy about a man who 
stumbled into the Edmon¬ 
ton Bicycle Commuters (EBC) 
space on a Sunday while it was 
holding its Women’s, Trans 
and Gender Non-Binaiy (WT- 
GNB) day — essentially, a safe 
space for people who don’t 
identify as male to work on 
bikes. This workshop is held 
two or three times a month. 

The man was, apparently, 
shocked and outraged that he 
wasn’t allowed inside. 

Not realizing many things, 
this man (who asked his name 
to be withheld in Metro’s ori¬ 
ginal stoiy) complained on an 
online men’s-rights comment 
board, talking about filing a 
complaint with the Alberta 
Human Rights Commission. 

But, as I’ve noticed in 


men’s-rights forums, argu¬ 
ments were constructed so 
that guys who are probably 
decent human beings become 
convinced that programs like 
the one at EBC are a personal 
attack. 

Discrimination! A man, not 
getting service! How can this 
be!? This must be stopped! 

The EBC experienced what 
one long-time volunteer de¬ 
scribes as an “unprecedented 
international harassment 
campaign.” But it’s all based 
on a misreading of some basic 
facts. Let’s correct the record. 

One: EBC is not a bike shop. 
It’s a not-for-profit organiza¬ 
tion that promotes cycling. It 
happens to sell bicycle parts 
because you need bicycle parts 
to fix bicycles. But when you 
show up there, you are not a 
“customer” and they are not 
obligated to “serve” you. This 
is particularly true when you 
show up and specific program¬ 
ming is being held for specific 
members. 


No one is attacking EBC for 
having bike-fitting sessions 
for disabled children or for 
hosting the youth build-a-bilce 
program. 

Two: The WTGNB pro¬ 
gram exists for a reason. Like 
it or not, there is a certain 
machismo associated with 
bike mechanics. One of the 
volunteers said she’d been 
told twice in the past week 
alone she was a “pretty good 
bike mechanic — for a girl.” 
Men take the tools out of the 
hands of women and double¬ 
check their work. Men assume 
women don’t know what 
they’re doing, even when they 
do. 

Creating this space isn’t say¬ 
ing all men are sexist jerks. 
Even if you are a man and you 
would never do this, it still ac¬ 
tually happens. 

When EBC noticed women 
made up about half of the 
students in bike mechanic 
courses, but only five to 10 per 
cent of those coming to EBC 


to use the shop during open 
hours, they lobbied to open 
the otherwise closed shop on 
a few Sundays so that women, 
trans and gender non-binaiy 
folks could work in the shop 
by themselves. 

Three: The Alberta Human 
Rights Commission says com¬ 
munity organizations can 
provide services only to one 
gender if those individuals 
would not otherwise have 
been able to participate fully 
or have access to the services. 

Finally: Have some perspec¬ 
tive. WTGNB represents 4 per 
cent of the programmed time. 

How do you show your 
support? Talk about it. And, 
if you’re a cisgender man, 
go somewhere else for your 
inner tube on the first and 
third Sunday afternoons of the 
month. It’s not that hard.

But in the modern 
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long-distance relationship, 
beggars for romance can't 
be choosers. If a special mo¬ 
ment happens to take place 
through computer-mediated 
communication, to use the 
academic phrase, does that 
make it any less of a special 
moment? 

I don't think it does. 

In fact, researchers looking 
into long-distance dating 
relationships have shown that 
couples tend to communi¬ 
cate better — and even feel 
more intimately connected — 
when they're apart, thanks to 
technology. 

When all you have is con¬ 
versation, you end up learning 
a lot, and sharing a lot. When 
you can't kiss the person you 
love, imagine what you might 
say to them instead.

“Streaming media is increas¬ 
ingly important to the comput¬ 
er-using experience, so it’s im¬ 
portant for Apple to have a role 
there,” said Creative Strategies 
analyst Ben Bajarin.

Many elements 
come together 
for a new way 
to listen 

Apple announced Monday that 
its new music app will cost $10 
a month for one person or $15 
a month for a family of up to 
six people. 

Eddy Cue, Apple’s senior vice- 
president of Internet software 
and services, said the first three 
months of Apple Music will be 
free. 

Cue said Apple Music will 
launch in more than 100 coun¬ 
tries at the end of the month 
with a software update. It is also 
coming to Android devices in 
the fall. 

He showed off some features, 
including the app’s integration 
with Siri, Apple’s voice-activated 
assistant at Apple’s Worldwide 
Developers Conference in San 
Francisco Monday. 

Siri took requests like “Play 
the song from Selma,” “Play 
the top song from May 1982,” 
and “Play the Top 10 songs in 
alternative.” 

Jimmy Iovine, co-founder of 
Beats Electronics, introduced 
Apple Music, an app that com¬ 
bines a 24-hour, seven-day live 
radio station called Beats 1 with

Putting a price on music streaming as usage nearly doubles 


How much are Canadians will¬ 
ing to pay to stream music? 

It’s a question that continues 
to flummox analysts, record 
labels and particularly online 
streaming services. 

As one component of its ex¬ 
tensive Canadian Nielsen Music 
360 report, Nielsen Entertain¬ 
ment polled consumers on how 
much they’d be willing to spend 
monthly for unlimited stream¬ 
ing of songs and albums without 
advertising. 

The respondents, on average, 
said they would be willing to de¬ 
vote $6.20 per month or up to 


$7.80 for high-quality audio. But, 
of course, they were speaking 
on a hypothetical basis. 

Those numbers lie in the 
middle of the range of options 
offered by streaming services 
in Canada. And with Apple ru¬ 
moured to unveil its own ser¬ 
vice imminently, much of the 
speculation has centred on how 
much it will cost. 

Currently, Spotify offers a 
limited free service in addition 
to a $9.99 per month premium 
version, which offers ad-free on- 
demand listening. Newcomer 
Tidal provides subscriptions 


for either $9.99 or $19.99 per 
month. Rdio, meanwhile, re¬ 
cently introduced a new $3.99 
subscription tier called Rdio Se¬ 
lect, joining its free ad-supported 
streaming radio service and its 
$9.99 ad-free on-demand service. 

The new plan allows subscrib¬ 
ers to download 25 songs and 
replace them once per day, as 
well as offering unlimited song 
skips and high-quality sound. 

“This is the coach class ver¬ 
sion, if we were an airline — 
and up till now, the only seats 
available on airlines were busi¬ 
ness class,” said Rdio CEO An-

thony Bay in a recent telephone 
interview. 

Bay said the new tier — less 
than the cost of a latte, he touts 
— was essential in part because 
the average listener spends only 


around $45 on music annually. 

“Although it’s a tremendous 
value, the challenge with the 
$9.99 (monthly) price point is 
it’s more than most people have 
historically spent on music,” 
he said. 

“We think the big opportun¬ 
ity is reaching out to people who 
have never been interested in 
subscribing,” he added. “For 
those people, $20 per month is 
a big jump — even $10 for a lot 
of people is a big jump. 

“We’re veiy focused on the 
broad consumer market.” 

According to Nielsen’s re¬ 


search, that market is growing 
quickly. 

In Canada, streaming volume 
is up 94 per cent since Nielsen 
began tracking streaming in 
July 2014. 

The number of Canadians 
who reported streaming music 
in the past year grew to 71 per 
cent. And streamers skewed 
young; teens spent twice as 
much time streaming music 
as the general Canadian popu¬ 
lation.

New job dangerous for

Bishop looked like he 
couldn’t move side-to-side 
or up-and-down at times. At 
others he was brilliant, get¬ 
ting the job done despite ob¬ 
viously labouring. 

The Blackhawks beat him 
twice, a power-play goal by 
Brad Richards and one from 
the slot by Brad Richards, but 
Bishop making it through all 
60 minutes was an accom¬ 
plishment in itself. 

At the other end, Ryan 
Callahan, Ondrej Palat and 
Paquette scored on Corey

With a raucous sellout

Ingredients 

• 12 oz unpeeled Yukon 
gold potatoes, sliced 
into Vi round slices 

• 12 oz trimmed green beans 

• 4 tsp olive oil 

• Salt and pepper 

• 3 Tbsp maple syrup 

• 1 Tbsp Dijon mustard 

• 1 Tbsp lemon juice 

• 8 oz sushi-quality tuna 


bowl along with green beans. 
Add 2 tsp olive oil, salt and 
pepper and toss. 

3. Place on a baking sheet 
sprayed with vegetable oil and 
bake for 12 to 15 minutes, just 
until lightly browned. 

4. Combine maple syrup, mus¬ 
tard, lemon juice and 2 tsp 
olive oil. Put 2 Tbsp of mixture 
into bowl, add tuna and marin¬ 
ate five minutes. Remove tuna 
and grill or saute tuna for one 
to two minutes per side until 
rare or medium rare. 

5. Slice tuna thinly across the 
grain, place over potatoes 
and beans and pour remain¬ 
ing sauce overtop.
